Subject:—M arking of Import applications as under Public or Private Sector, 

No. 133/ITC(PN)/63.—Attention ol the importers is invited to Appendix 0 of 
the Red Book prescribing the form in which the applications for grant of Import 
licences are to be made to the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports and Ihe sub¬ 
ordinate offices at the Ports. 

2. In future the importers while applying for an imoori licence should state In 
the application form, whether their unit belongs to the Pub.ic or Private Sector. 

3. The broad definitions of Public and Private Sectors to be adopted for this 
purpose are: — 

(a) All departmental undertakings, companies and projects exclusively owned 

and operated by the government, Central and/or State, all depart¬ 
mental undertakings, companies and projects in which the government 
capital investment is 51% or above and all statutory bodies and cor¬ 
porations may be considered to be in the Public Sector, 

(b) The private importers engaged in established trade, or industry and 

companies and undertakings in which the government, Central and/or 
State, capital investment is less than 51% may be considered to b« In 
the Private Sector,
